city, by the Bethlehem Steel Com¬ 
pany, closes up all locations for large 
factory sites between this city and San 
Francisco, as the immense shop and 
switch yards of the Southern Pacific 
Company occupy the intervening 
space. There will soon be a great de¬ 
mand for land for large factories, and 
there is no better location on the bay 
than at the water front of this city. 

A portion of the article is as follows: 

A deal involving nearly three mil¬ 
lion dollars and auguring a splendid 
future for San Francisco as a maritime 
center was consummated yesterday 
when the Bethlehem Steel Company, 
through its president, Charles M. 
Schwab, purchased the property of the 
San Francisco Dry Dock Company. 
Five docks are acquired by the trans¬ 
action, the two enormous stone grav¬ 
ing docks at Hunter’s Point and the 
three floating docks at the foot of Six¬ 
teenth street. Mr. Schwab made the 
announcement. 

The transfer of the ownership of the 
docks to the East will not in any way 
negative the contemplated 1050 foot 
graving dock, which the San Francisco 
company had proposed to build at 
Hunter’s Point at a cost of $1,250,000. 

“ I cannot say just when that dock 
will be built,” said Mr. Schwab at the 
St. Francis Hotel last night. “Our 
policy, however, will be to enlarge 
rather than to curtail, and the dock 
will be built when business justifies 
the outlay. This will be the largest 
dry duck in the world. 

It is the purpose of Schwab to oper¬ 
ate the dry docks in conjunction with 
the Union Iron Works, which is also 
under his control, with a view to ex¬ 
pediting and economizing ship over¬ 
hauling in San Francisco harbor. The 
investment yesterday of nearly three 
millions, it is said, is but the forerun¬ 
ner of enormous sums which will be 
spent in improving the dock facilities 
and developing the Union Iron Works. 

The purchase of the dry docks is 
pronounced by Schwab the most sig¬ 
nificant industrial step taken in San 
Francisco for a considerable period. 
It marks the beginning of a vigorous 
campaign, which will have the ulti¬ 
mate result of diverting all of the re¬ 
pair work in Pacific waters to San 
Francisco. Mr. Schwab is most en¬ 
thusiastic. His experience with the 
Union Iron Works has not shaken his 
faith in San Francisco and he speaks 
of the future of that institution and of 
the dry docks with a profound opti¬ 
mism.

WORK PROGRESSING 

The Southern Pacific Company is 
rapidly completing its cutoff by way of 
Avon, San Ramon, Pleasanton, New¬ 
ark, Dumbarton Point, Redwoojd City 
and South San Francisco into San 
Francisco. 

Work on the Dumbarton bridge is 
progressing. The bridge will be about 
a mile and a half long. In the center • 
there is to be a drawbridge with a 
single span about 320 feet in length. 
It will swing on a central pier, the 
openings on each side of the pier being 
125 feet in width. 

This cutoff road will give San Fran¬ 
cisco, for the lirst time in its history, a 
direct rail entrance from Ogden and 
the north, reduce the land route from 
those directions into the city forty-six 
miles and avoid the necessity of twice 
ferrying passengers and freight trains, I 
once at Benicia and once at Oakland 
and save a lot of time in delivering 
freight to merchants.

HUNTING WILD HORSES. 

How Brumbies In New South Wales 
Are Trapped and Broken. 

Hunting “brumbies.” as the wild 
houses are called there, is a favorite 
sport in New South Wales., Districts 
like the Clarence and Stephens and 
Manning river watershed are still the 
home of numerous droves of brum¬ 
bies, and hunting them is declared to 
be a very exhilarating pastime. The 
first step taken is to stake out a corral 
and make all secure except a narrow 
entrance, which can subsequently be 
gated. On either side of the entrance 
and projecting from it funnelwise a 
“booby fence” is prepared. 

To the simple minded brumby it 
presumably looks like a stockade, and 
pieces of fluttering cotton make it look 
impregnable. When this is ready, the 
young bloods, well mounted, gallop 
out and round up the wild horses, j 
driving them with shouts and much 
loud snapping of stock whips toward 
the mouth of the funnel. 

In a group of brumbies there is al¬ 
ways a loader, and when once the 
hunters have got the leader heading 
for the corral they are pretty certain 
of the rest of the drove. The flutter¬ 
ing cotton rags of the sham fence are 
sufficient to deter the brumbies from 
breaking through the flimsy barriers, 
and in less time than it takes to tell 
the wild horses are safely corralled 
and the big gate shut on them. 

Then they are left for four and 
twenty hours without food and water 
to reflect on the situation, and after 
that they can he broken in without 
much difficulty.—London Standard. 


Hearn as a Creative Artist.

“Uncle Remus” Stories. 

Many great works of geuius, as is 
well known, have been produced by 
accident, and an author is seldom the 
best judge of his own work. When 
Joel Chandler Harris wrote the first of 
his “Uncle Remus” stories and pre¬ 
sented it for publication lie did so 
with a hundred misgivings. He was: 
not sure that his venture in negro folk¬ 
lore would prove successful. He could j 
not know that they would bring him 
worldwide fame. 

At the time described Mr. Harris I 
was a young man of twenty-eight, em¬ 
ployed on the Atlanta Constitution. 
Sam W. Small, afterward a revivalist, 
who had been waiting for the same 
paper a popular column of negro story 
and dialect, had just resigned,from the 
staff. The managing editor of the Con¬ 
stitution, wishing to continue the fea¬ 
ture, said to Harris one day: "Joel, it 
seems to me you could do that sort of 
thing to a tee. See if you can’t turn in 
something tonight.” 

The young writer’s memory flitted 
back to his early days on a plantation. 
All the quaint settings of negro life— 
the little cabins, the fiddling darkies, 
the wrinkled story teller, the black 
“mammies,” the noisy corn shuckings, 
the bobtailed rabbits disappearing 
along the road—came hurrying from 
the past. Late that afternoon he turn¬ 
ed in his copy. The next day his repu¬ 
tation was made.—Current Literature.

BREACH OF PROMISE. 


Manner In Which the Law Treata It 
In Different Countries, 

England is the best place, from the 
plaintiff's point of view, for a breach 
of promise action. All otLer coun¬ 
tries seem to regard with grave sus¬ 
picion any attempt to recover mone¬ 
tary compensation for the loss of a 
prospective husband, and unless the 
plaintiff has a very strong case indeed 
it is never worth her while to carry 
her grief into the law* courts. 

In France breach of promise eases 
are rare, for the simple reason that 
the law requires the plaintiff to prove 
that she has suffered pecuniary loss. 
Now, this is not an easy thing to do 
cm the part of the lady, especially in 
a country where a girl without a dot— 
that is, a marriage portion—has a poor 
chance of finding a husband. Holland 
and Austria have adopted the French 
system, aud the result lias teen about 
the same. Breach of promise actions 
are rare, the injured damsels or their 
relatives usually taking the law into 
their own bands. 

Practical Germany, as might lie ex¬ 
pected. has perhaps the best method 
for solving this problem. When a 
young couple become engaged they 
have to go through a public betrothal 
ceremony that ought to knock all the 
shyness out of them. In the local 
town ball the pair declare their affec¬ 
tion, willingness to marry, etc., ending 
by signing a collection of documents 
that apparently leave no loophole for 
escape. But if either party to the con¬ 
tract wishes to withdraw another jour¬ 
ney is undertaken to the town hall 
and another collection of documents 
signed, witnessed and sealed. Then 
ihe authorities determine the question 
of compensation—should it be claimed. 
In this connection It may be said that 
the man can and often does claim a 
solatium for his wounded feelings. 
The usual award is one-fifth of the 
marriage dowry. It is easy to under¬ 
stand when all this is remembered 
how loath the young people of Ger¬ 
many are to break their betrothal 
oaths. 

As tlie law of Italy affords little or 
no protection whatever to jilted dam¬ 
sels or swains. It is not surprising that 
the stiletto should be the favorite mode 
of deciding breach of promise cases. 
The Italian law demands that the per¬ 
son suing for the breach slial produce 
a written promise to marry from the 
defendant; otherwise the action cannot 
proceed. This difficulty is almost in¬ 
surmountable, and the Italian judges 
are seldom troubled to adjudicate be¬ 
tween one time lovers. 

To bring an action for breach of 
promise of mariage against a reigning 
monarch is an achievement, but it lias 
been done, and by an English lady. 
Miss Jenny Mighell sued the sultan of 
Joliore, and as there was a doubt 
whether the dusky one was actually a 
reigning monarch the case wap allowed 
to come nto court, but the judge quick¬ 
ly disposed of the action by ruling it 
inadmissible for the reason referred to, 
and Miss Mighell was nonsuited. 

It is remarkable that one of the two 
actions which have brought verdicts 
for £10,000 each to the plaintiffs should 
have had for its defendant the editor 
of a matrimonial paper. The second 
case was between a well known actress 
and the eldest son of an earl.—Loudon 
Tit-Bits.
